Affairs Bureau, coupled with your own statements, have established the 
following:

SUMMARY 


Subject Marquette Oliver owns a clothing company named | 
e The acronym | f stands fo 


2016, Subject Oliver came into contact with Witnes: who was interested in 
modeling for his business. After speaking on the teleph d exchanging text 
messages on May 25, 2016, Subject Oliver and witnessfii vr to an Inglewood 
motel (“Turf Motel”) for a modeling shoot. 


Prior to the shoot at the motel, Subject Oliver had agreed to pay Witnessfiiiwenty- 
five dollars an hour for her modeling services. In their conversations prior to the shoot, 
Witnes: aid Subject Oliver peatedly solicited her to have sex with him for 
money. In her interview, witness Subject Oliver had offered her three 
hundred dollars or more to have sex with him during the shoot. She said the three 
hundred dollars for sex was separate from the twenty-five dollar an hour modeling rate. 


Text messages sent from Subject Oliver to Witnesgfiwere recovered during the 
investigation. Prior to the May 25, 2016, modeling shoot, Subject Oliver made 


w 
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references to his offer for Witnes o make extra money for having sex with him 
during the shoot. On May 20, 2016, at 1103 hours, Subject Oliver sent a text message 
to Witnes {R The text message said, "I really want to put a few hundred dollars in 
your pockets on Sunday, but you gotta be down to get it.” (Exhibit B, page 231, text 
message 1684). On the same date, at 1152 hours. he sent her a text message, which 
read, “Just understand nobodies judging vou | just was trying to put a few 
hundred dollars in your pockets. What we do stays between me and you.” (Exhibit B, 
page 226, text message 1652). Six minutes later, he sent her a text, which read, “I will 
leave the offer open to you. If you decide to take it that's cool, but | need to make sure 
where still good to go for the shoot on Sunday.” (Exhibit B, page 226, text message 
1649). At 1232 hours, on the same date, Subject Oliver sent Witness [le text 
message, which read, “One last thing. If you think your, Wouldn't sleep with a 
woman for 300 dollars lol but that's none of my business.” (Exhibit B, page 223, text 
message 1636). 


and Witness} tated they had sexual intercourse during the May 25, 2016, modeling 
shoot at the Turf Motel. Witness stated Subject Oliver paid her five hundred 
dollars for the modeling and sexual intercourse. Subject Oliver denied paying Witness 
to have sexual intercourse with him, but stated he paid her approximately two 
hundred to two hundred and fifty dollars for the modeling, including a tip. By their 
statements, the modeling shoot and sexual inte; e took approximately three hours, 
and the agreed upon modeling rate for Witness| was twenty-five dollars an hour. 


During their a. Affairs Bureau interviews for this investigation, both Subject Oliver 


After the May 25, 2016, modeling shoot, Subject Oliver and Witnes; scheduled 
another photo shoot for June 12, 2016. Prior to this shoot, Witnes: aid she and 
Subject Oliver had numerous telephone and text message conversations. During these 
conversations, Witnes: aid Subject Oliver constantly asked her if she was ready 
to make more money. She also said he repeatedly told her the offer still stood that she 
could make more than just the modeling money, if she would have sexual acts with him. 


On June 12, 2016, Subject Oliver and Witnes iiih cid eduled modeling shoot 
at the Turf Motel in Inglewood. During the shoot, Witnes: informed Subject Oliver 
she could not model certain clothing items because she was having her menstrual cycle. 
After being informed of this, Witness iijjf]saia Subject Oliver offered to pay her for oral 
sex. Witnes 2i she subsequently performed oral sex on Subject Oliver. 


When the oral sex had concluded, Subject Oliver went into the bathroom. While he was 
in the bathroom, Witnes dii pened the hotel room door and two masked suspects 
entered the room. One suspect brandished a handgun and used it to strike Subject 
Oliver in the head. Before leaving the motel room, the suspects stole a bag containing 
Subject Oliver's camera, miscellaneous clothing items, and his Department issued 
handgun. During this photo shoot, no money was exchanged between Subject Oliver 
and Witness fiir the modeling or oral sex due to the robbery having occurred. 
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A few moments after the two suspects left the motel room, one of the suspects was 
apprehended by the Inglewood Police Department in the roadway in front of the motel. 
The second suspect was later apprehended. During the investigation of the robbery, 
Witnes Aas also i; the crime. All three suspects were subsequently 
convicted for Assault with a Deadly Weapon on a Peace Officer, Conspiracy, and 
Robbery. 


On August 29, 2016, Subject Oliver testified in the case against the three suspects in 
Department 2 at the Inglewood Courthouse. During his testimony, an attorney for one of 
the suspects asked Subject Oliver, “When yo interviewed by the police on June 
the 12", did you indicate to them that you andi ac a sexual relationship, non- 
dating, meaning you weren't dating her?” Subject Oliver stated in response to the 
question, “Yes.” The attorney then asked him, “And that’s because you guys were 
exchanging sex for money?” Subject Oliver stated in response to this question, “Yes.” 
Two questions later, the attorney asked Subject Oliver, “And did she solicit you or did 
your solicit her?” Subject Oliver stated in response to this question, “I don’t remember, 
sir. 


On May 12, 201 | Affairs Bureau Sergeants Anthony Easter E 
Brenda Gibson ME EA a second interview of Subject Oliver to question him 
regarding the statements he made during his testimony. During the interview, Subject 
Oliver stated he misspoke when he testified he had exchanged money for sex with 
Witnes: When asked about his response to the question about wil icited the 
other for sex for money, Subject Oliver stated he never solicited wines sex for 
money. Subject Oliver said he had provided incorrect responses during his testimony 
because the attorney was aggressively questioning him and he was extremely nervous. 
He also said before he testified he was not provided the opportunity to review the text 
messages he had sent to Witnes so he was concerned about what statements 
he might have made in the messages. 


Witnes: which would appear to show Subject Oliver was soliciting an act of 
prostitution trom her, Subject Oliver stated he had been kidding around with her. He 
also said the text message statements he sent to her about extra money she could 
make from him were only in regard to her modeling and future opportunities with his 
business.

Severity of Infraction 


This investigation revealed Subject Oliver solicited acts of prostitution in motel rooms on 
two separate dates. During the second incident, no money was exchanged due to the 
event being interrupted by an armed robbery and assault. As a result of the robbery, 
Subject Oliver's Department issued firearm was stolen. 


In his court testimony, he admitted to paying for sex with Witness During his 
subsequent second interview with Internal Affairs Sergeant Anthony Easter, Subject 
Oliver stated he miss uring his testimony. He also denied that his numerous text 
messages to Witnes: which showed he had repeatedly attempted to solicit 
prostitution with her, were either a joke or solely related to her modeling for his 
business. 


The public and Department expect exemplary performance and professional conduct 
from their public safety personnel. The exemplary professional conduct expectation 
extends to personnel’s off-duty time. This is required to maintain public trust and 
credibility. Subject Oliver's actions, not only put his life in danger, but also brought 
discredit and dishonor to the Department. His lack of truthfulness was a prime 
component of the discredit and dishonor. Based upon the above, Subject Oliver's 
conduct was severe in nature. 


Intent, Truthfulness, and Acceptance of Responsibility 


During both of Subject Oliver's IAB interviews, he was not truthful. Although his 
testimony in court appeared to be truthful, his statements during his May 2, 2017, 
interview recanted his testimony. He then made statements, which attempted to 
provide deniability. Based on Witness statements and the numerous text 
messages sent between Subject Oliver and Witnes: there was strong evidence of 
Subject Oliver's lack of truthfulness. His lack of truthfulness displayed his failure to 
accept responsibility for his actions. 
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Degree of Culpability 


Subject Oliver was solely culpable for his actions. 


Past Performance and Discipline History 


Subject Oliver has been a deputy sheriff for seventeen (17) years. He received a “very 
good” rating on his last evaluation. Subject Oliver received discipline unde 
previous administrative investigations, as follows:

It is alleged that on May 25, 2016, Subject Oliver propositioned and paid to have sex 
with a prostitute at a motel in the city Inglewood. During a subsequent meeting at the 
same motel on June 12, 2016, Subject Oliver was robbed, and his Department issued 
firearm was taken. 


SYNOPSIS: 

Subject Oliver owns a clothing business. In May of 2016, Subject Oliver was contacted 
b itnes. regarding a modeling opportunity. They communicated 
via telephone and text messaging. They scheduled a photo shoot for = 25, 2016.

Subject Oliver 
denied propositioning Wines llth money to have sex with him [Refer to Witness 

transcribed Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) interview, pages 3, 5, 8, and page 
12; Subject Oliver’s transcribed IAB interview (April 27, 2017), pages 22-24; 
Exhibit B, pages 224-229]. 


On May 25, 2016, Subject Oliver picked up Witnes: her residence. They went 
to the Turf Motel [Exhibit E], located at 9344 Crenshaw Boulevard in the city of 
Inglewood.

Subject Oliver said during the photo sh and Witnes: had consensual sex. 
Subject Oliver believed he paid Witnes: $200.00 or $250.00 for the photo shoot. 
Subject Oliver said he never offered to pay Witnes sS to have sex with him [Refer to 
Subject Oliver’s transcribed IAB interview, pages 7-8]. 


IAB Note: On Wednesday, May 25, 2016, Subject Oliver used a sick- 
personal day to be absent from work. 


IAB investigators attempted to contac S i- 
telephone, but his phone w; connected. investigators 
were unable to locate Mr. address. 


Subject Oliver’s interview with IAB investigators on April 27, 
2017, ended early to allow Subject Oliver and his attorney to 
review Exhibit B. The interview was rescheduled for May 2, 
2017. 


On May 2, 2017, at 1011 hours, IAB investigators continued their interview with Subject 
Oliver. The interview occurred at Internal Affairs Bureau. For Subject Oliver's complete 
statement, see his transcribed interview. 


Following is a summary of Subject Oliver's statement: 


ject Oliver sai 016, at approximately 1125 hours, he picked Witness 
lup from in the city of Los Angeles. They drove to the Turf 
Motel. Subject Oliver began photographing Witness| as she modeled the clothing 
from his company. Subject Oliver stated soi repeatedly began texting and calling 
wires her cellular phone. Witnes ven: into the bathroom and stayed 
inside for a while. Witness xited the bathroom and sat on the bed. Witness 
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told Subject Oliver she could not model in any underwear because she was on her 
menstrual cycle. Subject Oliver said he was concluding the photo shoot when Witness 

pproached him and began giving him oral sex. Subject Oliver said he did not ask 
Witnes: fo perform oral sex on him, nor did he offer Witnes, money for 
her to perform oral sex [Refer to Subject Oliver’s transcribed IAB interview, pages 
30-31 and pages 39-41]. 


After Witness performed oral sex on him, Subject Oliver went into the bathroom. 
Subject Oliver heard the door to the motel room open. As Subject Oliver exited the 
bathroom to investigate, he observed two males (Suspect Gaines and Suspect Houze) 
standing at the door. Suspect Gaines and Suspect Houze were wearing ski masks and 
armed with a handgun. Subject Oliver instantly went to the ground, put his hands on his 
head, and began praying. One of the masked suspects approached Subject Oliver, 
pointed a handgun at Subject Oliver’s head, and asked, “Where is the shit at?” Subject 
Oliver told the suspect to take whatever he wanted. The suspect struck Subject Oliver 
in the head with the firearm. The other male suspect began looking inside Subject 
Oliver's bag, which was near the bed. Subject Oliver's bag contained a laptop 
computer, miscellaneous clothing, and Subject Oliver's Department issued Beretta 92F, 
semi-automatic handgun (serial number oe [Refer to Subject Oliver's 
transcribed IAB interview, pages 31-37]. 


Suspect Houze and Suspect Gaines left the location. Subject Oliver noticed his bag 
containing the aforementioned items was missing from the room. He also noticed his 
camera was missing. Subject Oliver confronted Witness who was still inside the 
room. Subject Oliver believed she was involved in the robbery, because she opened 
the motel room door. Subject Oliver dialed 9-1-1 and told rator he was an off- 
duty deputy sheriff and was robbed.

Oliver. The interview occurred at Internal Affairs Bureau. For Subject Oliver's complete 
statement, see his transcribed interview. 


Following is a summary of Subject Oliver's statement: 


On August 29, 2016 and August 30, 2016, Subject Oliver testified in the criminal case of 
Suspect Gaines, Suspect Houze and Witness| Exhibit D]. At one point durin 
Subject Oliver's testimony, he admitted to exchanging sex for money with Witness 
on May 25, 2016 s J page 28]. Subject Oliver testified he did not remember if 


he solicited Witnes: r if Witness olicited him. Subject Oliver told IAB 
investigators he made an error during his testimony, because he never exchanged 
money for sex [Refer to Subject Oliver’s transcribed IAB interview (May 12, 2017), 
pages 2-3; Exhibit D, pages 27-28].

Subject Oliver said when hi he text 
message to Witness Ii he was referring to her modeling [Refer to Subject Oliver’s 
IAB interview (May 12, 2017), pages 29-30]. 


On May 20, 2016, at 1227 hours, Subject Oliver sent Wines ile text message 
stating, “We are just doing the standard shoot for $25 and hour and that’s it. You said 
no on the $300 and | heard you.” [Exhibit B, text message 1640]. Subject Oliver said 
he was trying to tell Wines ne could make up to $300 modeling. Subject Oliver 
later said he did not know why he mentioned $300 in his text message [Refer to 
Subject Oliver’s IAB interview (May 12, 2017), pages 31-34]. 


On May 20, 2016, at 1230 hours, Subject Oliver sent Wires ile text message 
stating, “I have way too much money to put my hands on somebody without their 
consent. So at this point that offer is off the table for you.” [Exhibit B, text message 
1639]. Subject Oliver said he offered Witnes: he opportunity to make 

more than $25 an hour by being photographed in different poses. Subject Oliver stated 
he was not referring to paying Witness Mior sex [Refer to Subject Oliver’s IAB 
interview (May 12, 2017), pages 35-36] 


IAB Note: On November 28, 2016, Suspect Samuel Gaines was 
sentenced to five years in state prison for Assault with a 
Deadly Weapon, 245(a)(2) P.C; Assault with a Deadly Weapon 
on a Peace Officer, 245(B) P.C; Conspiracy, 182(a) P.C; and 
Robbery, 211 P.C.
